PRESENT BANKING 
LAWS SHOULD Bt 
EAOILY IMPROVED 


Harvard Professor Insists 
if Banking System Were 

- Modified a Central Bank 
Would Not Be Needed. 


IDEAS . IN) DETAIL 


Prof. O. M. W. Sprague of Harvard 
University, whose opposition to the 
establishment of a central bank of issue 
resulted in an arraignment of the plans 
of the monetary commission that aston- 
ished that body, believes the present 
banking system can easily be improved 
so that any necessity for a central bank 
would disappear. 

He would amend the law so that 
National banks could enter the savings 
department field; change the plan of con- 
centrating reserve ati permit the nation- 
al banks to loan money on approved real 
estate in their own localities. In that 
manner, he contends, they would get 
close to the people in the places in which 
they are located; be able to earn more 
with their holdings, and thus be able to 
hold their own in competition with the 
state banks and trust companies. 

Professor Sprague’s ideas of reform 
in the banking system are the chief 
articles exploited in the February issue 
of the Quarterly Journal of Economics 
published by Harvard University. It 
in the same journal that he ‘ex- 
| ploited his opposition to the central 
bank and tod: ay’s paper is a continuation 
the agitation against the plan that

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ROFESSOR ASA GRAY, for forty-¥ 


six years professor of natural his- 
tory at Harvard, had his boyhood home 
in a village in New York state, then 
called Paris. The name was later 
changed to the more purely American 
Clayville, in enor of Henry Clay, who 
once enjoyed the hospitality of the 
pluce. Many years ago to this valley 
‘ of the Sadaynaddy (the Indian name 
for ewift water) came a colony from 
far-distant Massachusetts, among whom 
was Moses Gray, father of Asa. Of 
Puritan stock, he had unwavering faith 
in the right, and dared to do it. The 
colony remained, ostensibly to work the 
iron-ore which abounds in the hills of 
this Adirondack range, Swift-water 
creek furnishing abundant motive pow- 
er. Here they built furnaces and erect- 
“ed handsome, substantial homes, many 
of them still standing, and in good re- 
pair. 
Among these hills Asa Gray imbibed 
his first impressions of nature, and his 
intense love for its beauty. In later 
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years, accompanied by his wife, he came 
often to his boyhood home, and dwellers 
there recall his courtly, genial manner 
and quaint humor. 

One incident he related is 
unique. When in London he went mto 
a conservatory where his special atten- 
tion waa called to a choice specimen 
named the silver-leaved plant. It was 
of large dimensions, with long, thick, 
silver leaves, velvety in appearance. A 
stalk went through the center, 
with yellow blossoms. Looking at it, 
the distinguished botanist exclaimed, 
“That is a weed in my country!”

The period of the French revolution 
was noted for the forensic power dis- 
played. Mirabeau, Barnave, Danton, 
Verginaud, are the greatest names in 
the history of French eloquence. Necker, 
of ministerial memory, wrote, and Cham- 
fort’s clever sayings and maxims are to 
be recalled. He defined celebrity as “the 
advantage of being known by those 
whom you do n@® know.” 

Rivarol is one of the witty Frenchmen 
of the period-and he made a “Discours” 
on the French language and diction, 
besides “Sayings.” Mme. Roland is 
among the moralists of the revolution. 
She was a devoted pupil of Rousseau 
and directed the party af the Girondins. 
Her famous phrase was “Liberty, how 
many crimes are perpetrated in thy 
name.” Her correspondence gives one 
of the most important pictures of the 
revolution from its beginning.

| on international affairs, has a paper in the 
France Kebruary number of the Deutsche Revue 
(Berlin), entitled “The Past and Future of 
and lranco-German Relations,” that, judging 
from press comment, has made a deeper 
| unpression in Germany than anything said 

| or written of late on the subject of her 

foreign relations. The impression is so 
~~ deep because the disappointment is so great. 
For to be warned, at this time, and by a man of M. Tardieu’s author- 
ity, against the illusion that the Franco-German agreement on 
Morocco-—that is, Germany’s open retreat—had won over the French 
people and that it was, in any sense, the beginning of an entente 
between the two countries, must be disconcerting 1n the extreme. 
‘A vehement campaign is now being conducted in Germany against 
the chief of the foreign office and the chancellor himself, on account 
of an alleged subserviency to Irench interests, with a view to an 
ultimate complete agreement between the two governments. Not 
that the Pan-Germanists—who are responsible for the campaign— 
disapprove of such a means of breaking down the close relations 
between England and France, but they have no faith in the ability 
of German diplomacy to gain I'rench goodwill-by a yielding attitude. 
Their standpoint is thus confirmed by M. Tardieu’s frank utterances, 
which have the more weight 1n German opinion as they are absolutely 
free trom chauvinism. 

Briefly, M. Tardieu rejects the notion that France is willing to 
let bygones be bygones for the reason that it is not a case of resent- 
nent but a question of justice. So long as Alsace and Lorraine 
remain in German hands—that is, so long as the treaty of Frankfort 
continues in force—France and Germany cannot meet on a common 
basis, except on such matters as commercial interests or colonial 
affairs. If ever argument was irrefutable it is this, that no peace 
can be established on an injustice, no good expected from a wrong. 

The conclusion of it all is that Germany must either come to 
honorable terms with France on Alsace and Lorraine or convince 
her that no injustice was done forty years ago. And if the great 
disappointment caused by M. Tardieu’s article serves to bring home 
that simple fact to the German people its sobering effect is eminently 
timely.

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Tue theory that the increase in the.cost of living is occasioned 
by the increase in the production of gold would seem quite tolerable 
if the gold could be as evenly distributed as the increased cost of 
living. 


THE increase to $100,000 of the appropria- 
tion for the representation of the United 
States at the Pan-American conference in 
Suenos Aires during the coming summer 
makes it possible for us to have a creditable 
showing. This is important because of our 
desire to cultivate trade relations wMh the 
republics to the south of us. The progress 
of our commercial relations with them in the 
past few years has been encouraging, largely 
due to the enterprise and enlightened policy of the state department, 
yet it 1s well for us to bear in mind that our European rivals are 
putting forth every possible effort in this field. 

Argentina is this year to have a celebration of her centennial, 
included in which there will be international agricultural, railway and 
art exhibitions, where this country should be fully represented. 
Congress has voted $75,000 for the agricultural exhibition, but has 
made no provision for the railway and art shows. It is said there 
will be American displays due to individual enterprise, but nothing 
comparable to what we should have. In the railway field America 
should certainly be more than able to hold its own as contrasted with 
Kuropean skill. It has surpassed the engineers of foreign lands in 
their own territory. Argentina’s American order of battleships is of 
recent record and is to the point. American exports to Argentina 
last year were valued at $36,000,000. We not only hope to augment 
these in amount in the future, but we are looking forward to greater 
trade with Braz‘l, with Uruguay, with Paraguay, and with other 
South American countries. Nearly all the nations of the continent 
will be represented at the Argentine centennial exhibition. An 
excellent opportunity is afforded us of calling attention to what our 
merchants and manufacturers have to offer.

when former President Roosevelt returns 
from his extended sojourn abroad. Presi- 
dent ‘Taft, who has for a long time been 
planning to be away on his Alaskan trip 
during the summer, now expresses his 
| willingness, if not his eagerness, to postpone 
| his northern tour in order that he may be 
| “among those present” who are to greet the 
ex-President on his return and give him what promises to be the 
ereatest “welcome home” ever extended to an American citizen, not 
excepting that given to ex-President Grant at the conclusion of his 
famous around-the-world tour. Naturally, Charles EK. Hughes, 
Governor of New York, of which state Mr. Roosevelt was formerly 
Governor, and William J. Gaynor, mayor of New York, of which 
city Mr. Roosevelt was formerly chief of police, will both be active 
participants in the home-welcoming exercises. 

Ifence it seems to be assured that four of the chief participants 
inthe June event will be former President Roosevelt, President Taft, 
Governor Hughes, and Mayor Gaynor. Of President Taft, 
Governor Hughes in his Lincoln day address said: “The American 
people are fair enough to recognize a fair man, filling a great position, 
amd doing his duty with absolute fidelity. And for that reason 
President Taft will be renominated and reelected.” There are many, 
no doubt, who think as the Governor does. Governor Hughes, him- 
self, is kept busy dodging premature presidential booms and denying 
hat his announced determination of retiring from politics at the 
close of his present gubernatorial term is for the purpose of 
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[It ought not to be 


being better situated to accept the nomination for the presidency. 
Mayor Gaynor, who is a comparatively new star in the political 
heavens, is believed by many to be of the first magnitude. Plans for 
bringing him into the presidential possibility galaxy are already being 
laid. Kegarding Mr. Roosevelt's fitness for filling or refilling the 
presidential chair, the public has already formed an opinion. 

It seems probable that the four men referred to will, on the 
forthcoming occasion, appedr on the platform at the same time and 
in intimate relationship with one another. . Any one of them— 
perhaps some two of them, since one is a Democrat and three are 
Republicans—may be nominated for the presidency. This fact of 
itself would make the occasion notable. As an exhibition of 
presidential possibilities it will be a record-breaker.

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Turk question of the taxation of personal 
property to which Mayor Gaynor of New 
York has called attention is one that concerns 
all cities. Under the system that obtains at 
present the attempt in nearly every place, to 
collect taxes on intangible property amounts 
to a tarce, to use a milder term than it 
deserves. In New York city, after a 
tentative assessment has been made on 
personal property, the swearing-off process 
begins and in the end only about 50 per cent of the original assessment 
remains. Last year the personal property taxes were assessed at 
about $7,000,000, which figures were. cut down to $4,000,000 
Honesty appears to be ignored in this matter. What shall be said 
when men supposed on good grounds to be worth from ten to twenty 
millions are finally assessed for only fifty or a hundred thousand dol 
lars on personal property? Other citizens conclude that a vast 
amount of intangible effects has been concealed from the assessors 
They teel that, under these circumstances, a full assessment in their 
own cases would be an injustice, and they are tempted to join im the 
practise, and thus evading the law becomes common. Such a system 
is demoralizing and wrong. . 

All will agree when discussing the subject that each citizen 
should contribute according to his means to support the government 
What are the facts? The wealthy investor often very largely escapes 
payment of the tax justly due from him, while the stocks that 
merchants are obliged to carry and properties belonging to estates 
that may be listed in the probate courts are assessed at nearly their 
full value. The burden of the personal tax js borne principally by 
those who have relatively small amounts of tangible personal prop- 
erty. After all, the returns to the city are insignificant. ‘The general 
tax rate is fixed with no expectation of a material income from the 
intangible personal. Were the personal taxes not considered at all, 
it is said the tax rate would be only slightly increased. It would be 
better to abolish them entirely. 

The additional levy that would be needed on real property if the 
personal levy were done away with would hardly be appreciable. 
Real estate men who take a broad view are credited with the belief 
that business activity would be stimulated by the encouragement to 
merchants who are sometimes driven away under the prevailing 
policy. It is further argued that the system now in vogue has a 
tendency to exclude from the political life of the city that element 
of the population which by virtue of native or acquired ability directs 
the community's business life. Mayor Gaynor has done a service to 
the general public in taking action looking toward reform.

Through the insistence of the President, mainly, 
the Payne tariff law was framed to include a provision for a 
tariff board. Under the law as it stands now, the President, 
as he stated in his New York speech Saturday night, feels that 
he is authorized to employ the board not only to look into the 
foreign tariffs, but also “to examine the question with respect to 
each item in our tariff bill, what the cost of production of the 
merchandise taxed is, and what its cost is abroad.” 


This he is right in saying is no easy task. It will lead to a 
more rational revision of the tariff than is possible under the present 
system, when members of the ways and means committee are 
dependent for information largely on the testimony of interested 
parties. <A tariff that will be protective of industries requiring help 
and not simply of industries that have long since passed beyond the 
need of solicitous care, and a thing that will yield necessary revenue, 
is the tariff demanded by a majority of the two great parties. In 
working forward toward the commission idea, the Republican party 
is engaged on a problem which, if solved satisfactorily, will be of 
immense benefit to the country and the organization.

Proper action by the 
states will, if followed up taithtully, render federal interference in 
their affairs hereafter less excusable. 
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
